Selection of sites 
for such towns will await further 
study of the particular possibili- 
ties and limitations of available 
locations. 

On beha'f of the Town of 
Beverly, "Mr. S. H. Payne raised 
the problem of protecting the 
newly-constructed highway  be- 
tween the Clover Bar bridge and 
the Town of Beverly against ex- 
cessive intrusion by such develop-

Lesh, Provincial Director of Town 
and Rural Planning, indicated 
that regulations were being con- 
sidered which svecifically estab-

Struck By Truck, 
Dies En Route To 
Hospital 


A St. Albert farmer died en- 
route to an Edmonton hospital 
shortly after he had been struck 
by a passing truck Monday eve- 
ning at 6:30. 

Colin Ross, a 48-year-old farm 
er, was walking to town on No, 2 
Highway and was about two miles 
north of St. Albert when he was 
struck by a truck driven by Frank 
Banack. The truck skidded on 
an icy patch on the highway. 

A. Martell, of Morinville, a 
passing motorist, picked up the 
injured man and took him to Dr. 
William D. Cuts in St. Albert, 
who ordered him to be removed to 
a city hospital immediately. He 
died enroute. 

An inquest into the fatality will 
be held Friday afternoon at 2:30, 
as announced by Dr. M, M. 
Cantor, chief provineial coroner. 

Neil Ross, father of the de- 
ceased, came to the district. in 
1906, where he farmed on a large 
scale. Besides his father, he is 
survived by his wife, Anna; one 
brother, Neil Ross,’ Jr., mayor of 
St. Albert; and two sisters, Miss 
Alice Ross and Mrs. Hubert Arm- 
strong, both of St. Albert.

EDITORIALS 


Fast Growing Province 


Alberta ended the old year, 1951, with a 
faster growth than that of any other prairie 
province. This is a gratifying fact revealed 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. It is 
an indication that the future growth of this 
provinee will be progressively greater, owing 
to the increased industrial developments to 
follow the discovery of more and more oil 
deposits, and the consequent increase of 
other indtistries. 

In former census years Alberta has al- 
wavs been behind the larger province of 
Saskatchewan, but the vaster natural re- 
sources of this province have now swept us 
into the lead with a population of 936,556 
as compared to 796,169 ten years ago. 

The change in population brings some 
changes in the representation of the West 
in the federal parliament, though in Alberta’s 
case the increase is not yet sufficient to give 
us more seats in parliament. Alberta will 
still have 17 seats, but Saskatchewan will 
lose four seats, reducing its total to 16, Mani- 
toba’s population still trails the other two 
prairie provinces with a total of 771,815, an 
increase of 42,071, but drops one seat in 
parliament to a total of 10, 

Thus Alberta takes the premier place on 
the prairies both in population and represen- 
tation in parliament. 


Now! Yellowhead Pass 
Highway? 


The progress made in negotiations and 
plans for laying an $82,000,000 pipeline from 
Edmonton to Vancouver may stir up the 
lukewarm interest of the provincial govern- 
ment in the Yellowhead Pass route for the 
trans-Canada highway. At least the new 
development. should convince Premier Man- 
ning that aside from political considerations 
the route is the logical, most practical and 
cheapest one for the highway to follow. 

The Trans-Canada Highway System 
(Yellowhead Route) Association is planning 
to put pressure on the government and the 
general public to change the plans, Kalf- 
heartedly supported by the Social Credit 
Cabinet, and map the highway through Ed- 
monton instead of Calgary. This route was 
selected by the C.N.R. for its main line to 
the Coast, and is now the route chosen by 
the ‘Trans-Mountain Pipeline company, 
which should be a factor in convincing the 
government and all public bodies that this 
route presents the most feasible route. 

It is true that up to now the thickest por- 
tion of population is in the south, with the 
exception of Edmonton city, and this fact, 
doubtless, was an argument favorable to 
selection of the Calgary route, but this situa- 
tion is rapidly changing because of the oil 
discoveries in the north and other

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Eternal Rise In Cost of Living 
Ry T. W. PUE 

Probably one*thing Canadians want in 1952, 
more than anything else, is a reduction in the cost 
of living. Special federal legislation may very well 
bring down the cost of living index in a few months, 
but if it does it will be only a temporary stay in 
the trend. 

Those of us who experienced the ten years of 
depression from 1929 to 1939 passed through a period 
that was contrary to the general trend in rising 
prices and continually increasing cost of living. We 
must admit, in surveying history from this point, 
1952, that commodities and service tend to increase 
continually in terms of pounds, shillings and pence, 
or dollars and cents. 

Nineteen hundred years ago 
a laborer’s pay Was one penny 3 
day. Perhaps in old Roman times 
the penny Was created as a unit 
of exchange simply for the ex- 
press purpose of representing a 
day’s pay. 

Gradually, through the cen- 
turics, a penny has been worth 
less and less. It is only a few 


years ago that a penny — two 
cents would buy a copy of a 
T. W. PUE daily. newspaper. Today, news- 


papers sell at not less than 5c per 

copy and now in California 10c is the prevailing 
price of a daily paper on the streets of some cities. 
Governments, businesses and individuals must 
face the fact that never again will our cost of liv- 
ing index return to 100, the 1939 rate. We should 
adjust ourselves to slow, continual rises of perhaps

should be taken against quick, sudden changes. If 
the spiral rises teo rapidly, it might flounder and

Alberta’s Class “C” Fair Asso- 
ciation is no more, It is now the 
Alberta Agricultural Societies, 
with a new office and a new con- 
stitution in the making. 


Last month. official delegates 

from agricultural societies from 
all sections of Alberta met in the 
parliament buildings in Edmonton 
to consider how best to make their 
work more effective. Twenty-five 
were present, representing socie- 
ties from as far south as Leth- 
bridge, and from as far north as 
the Peace River. 
- These societies carry on a tre- 
mendousty varied number of pro- 
jects; from field days and tillage 
matches, through fairs and shows 
of various kinds, down to junior 
club.work. Only 15 class “C”, or 
country, fairs. were held in the 
provinee tast year.

Engler Coach Ski 
Team At Banff 


Bruno Engler, internationally 
known skier and mountaineer, has 
been appointed coach of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta ski team, Dr.

Mr. Engler was born at Lugano, 
Switzerland, and came to Canada 
in 1939. He has been a ski in- 
structor and guide at Sunshine 
Lodge, Mr. Norquay, and several 
skiing resorts in eastern Canada. 
He originated the Columbia Ice- 
field summer ski race in 1947, and 
in 1949 started the Southern Al!- 
berta Ski School at Blairmore.

Farm Storage of Grain 

Western Canada will harvest a 
big grain crop in 1950. This means, 
of course, that large quantities of 
grain will have to be stored on farina 
this fall and winter. Careful pre- 
paration should be made immedi 
ately, therefore, before the grain is 
harvested and stored, to see to it 
that farm granaries and bins are in 
first - class condition — rain-proof, 
clean, and free from accumulations 
of old grain and feed. 

Thieves of Stored Grain. Insects, 


* fungi (molds), and rats are the great 


thieves of stored grain. In Western 
Canada, however, the greatest dan- 
gers to stored grain are moistum 
and insects, Grain that is clean, dry 
and cool is not subject to insect 
damage or spoilage. ‘To keep well, 
grain must be dry. 

Storage Precautions. Here av 
some important precautions to om- 
serve in preparing farm granaries 
and bins for the 1950 crop, (4) 
Repair leaky roofs, windows and 
doors to exclude rain and snow, (2) 
Clean walls and floors thoroughly, 
Sweep the floor with damp sawdust, 
and then sprinkle a little hydrated 
lime over it. This should be swept 
around to fill all cracks. (3) Don't 
forget that a wooden floor, construe- 
ted so as to provide ample air space 
between the floor and the ground, 
is “Safety Item No. 1” in a farm 
granary. (4) If the floor is concrete, 
cover with moisture-proof paper. 
This will help to reduce possible 
moisture damage. (5) Don’t fill the 
granary too full. Be sure and leave 
enough space between the grain and 
the roof to provide good ventilation, 

Basic Rules. The basic rule for 
storing grain on the farm to prevent 
damage, particularly from insects, i¢ 
to keep the grain cool, dry, and free 
of broken kernels. Carrying out 
this rule, and practising simple 
cleanliness in moving and stonng 
grain, will go a long way toward 
eliminating farm storage losses in 
Western Canada this fall and winter. 
If an important grain storage prob- 
lem develops on your farm thie 
ear, seek advice at once from the 
tored Products Insect Laboratory, 
Winnipeg.
